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Autumn to winter in a day 

It was near 60 in some places in the Chicago 
area as the day broke Tuesday. And that may 
be the last time we see that mark in a long 
time. 

Temperatures started dropping by 7 a.m. 
and hit the 30s by nightfall. The highs this 
week are expected to be in the lower 30s and 
could dip into the 20s. The lows over the next 
few days could sink into the teens. 

And while the Chicago area missed a major 
snowstorm that glazed the upper Plains and 
Midwest, we could get hit with some snow 
Saturday night, Sunday and Monday when a 
new cold front blows in from the Rockies, ac- 
cording to the National Weather Service.

If your heart is all warm over locking in that flight 
home for Thanksgiving or a December trip to be 
with family at the holidays, weVe got some news that 
will turn you a bit cold. O’Hare is the worst airport in 
America for winter travelers who want to be on time 
and avoid crowds, according to a new report released 
Tuesday 

Some 42 percent of flights are delayed at O’Hare 
during the winter, according to flight data site Hop- 
per, which ranked America’s 20 largest airports. 

O’Hare joins airports in Newark, N.J.; Denver and 
Fort Lauderdale, Fla., as those that have more than 
one-third of flights delayed during winter months. 

The finding about O’Hare is not surprising, given 
how busy it is, the winter weather climate in Chicago 
and its recent track record with on-time departures. 

In September, the month for which the most re- 
cent data is available, O’Hare departures were on 
time just 70.8 percent of the time, compared with 
82.5 percent for all large U.S. airports, according to 
federal data. Although September results were af- 
fected by a sabotaged air traffic control center that led 
to delays late in the month, O’Hare in most months 
ranks near the bottom of 29 big airports that report to 
the Department of Transportation. 

Also not surprising is that Hawaii is your best bet 
for uneventful winter travel. But airports in warm ar- 
eas like Florida can rank poorly because popular air- 
ports are affected by winter storm delays elsewhere. 

Not all cold-weather airports rated poorly Air- 
ports in Boston, Detroit and Minneapolis ranked in 
the bottom half for winter flight delays. 

The analysis used data from Hopper’s feeds of 
flight data, as well as delay statistics from the Bureau 
ofTransportation Statistics.

TARGETED BY CTA 


CTA cracks down on 
abuse of free ride, 
reduced-fare cards

The CTA is cracking down on fraud involv- 
ing free-ride and reduced-fare Ventra cards, a 
problem fueled by schemes and illegal card- 
sharing that costs the agency millions of dollars 
a year, officials are set to announce Wednesday 

Newly implemented rail station enforce- 
ment stings have led to about 1,400 cards be- 
ing confiscated in the past month or so, offi- 
cials said. However, the CTA said, thousands 
more cards whose use patterns suggest fraud 
still are circulating. 

In some cases, seniors possessing free-ride 
cards may assume it’s OK to lend the card to 
relatives and friends, transit officials said. And 
some cards may be obtained by others when a 
registered cardholder dies or is hospitalized. 

In more sinister instances, people sell rides 
normally costing $2.25 for as little as $i to 
strangers at CTA rail stations by tapping bor- 
rowed, lost or stolen free-ride cards on turn- 
stile fare readers, officials said. Some of the 
cards are being used 10 or more times a day for 
this purpose, officials added. 

Several of the schemers are so sneaky that 
they have outmaneuvered a fraud-prevention 
feature designed to prevent card “pass-backs,” 
or allowing multiple riders to pass through a 
turnstile, officials said. 

Schemers reset the cards by boarding a bus 
after the card is used on rail, then immediately 
exiting the bus to process another freebie ride 
on rail, officials said. The activity is recorded 
by CTA security cameras and captured on 
Ventra computers that track the time and lo- 
cation each time a card is used. 

The fraud is involved in roughly i percent 
of all such cards, officials said. But the CTA is 
working to drive bogus card use to as close to 
zero as possible, officials said. 

“If somebody is misusing a card,” CTA 
spokesman Brian Steele said, “it means people 
using the card correctly and all CTA custom- 
ers are paying for the abuse.” 

The so-called “entitlement cards” used for 
discounted and free rides are restricted for use 
by low-income senior citizens who meet finan- 
cial eligibility limits, people with disabilities 
who may also qualify based on income. Medi- 
care recipients and students on school days 
from 5:30 a.m. to 8:30 p.m. 

Authorities also are checking the use of 
U-Pass transit cards that are issued to college 
students. The passes provide unlimited rides 


on the CTA to full-time students during the 
academic year. 

Daniel Reulbach, 24, said he was on his way 
to film class at Columbia College Tuesday 
morning when he was stopped by CTA guards 
at the Division Blue Line station in Wicker 
Park. Reulbach said after he tapped his U- 
Pass on the Ventra reader, two CTA guards 
stopped him to see if the picture on his U-Pass 
matched his face. 

Reulbach, of Humboldt Park, said he was 
confused about being stopped because he 
didn’t have a backpack and he had heard Chi- 
cago police had started swabbing rider bags at 
some rail stations to check for explosives. 

“My picture was right there. I just felt very 
violated,” Reulbach said. “I would just not like 
to take the train at 7, 8 every morning if that’s 
going to happen.” 

Postings on social media Tuesday indicated 
that U-Pass checks were conducted on the 
Red Line as well. 

“I’m a DePaul student and at the Fullerton 
stop they did these checks too,” someone with 
the user name “Shackled” wrote on reddit. 
com. “I asked why and they said they were 
looking for people who were stealing U-Passes 
and will return the U-Pass to the right owner.” 

The new fare card enforcement, which soon 
will be expanded to buses, thus far involves 
CTA personnel keeping an eye out for the dis- 
tinctive photo ID cards at turnstiles and con- 
ducting verification checks. 

Transit officials have not yet asked the Chi- 
cago Police Department to issue tickets to 
violators by using theft-of-service ordinances, 
but they are reserving the option if the card 
verification checks fail to curb the problem, 
officials said. 

Still early in the investigation, the CTA 
said it conservatively estimates it lost roughly 
$2.8 million in revenue in connection with 
1,400 cards seized in card verficiation checks. 
The checks started about a month ago at CTA 
rail stations in Chicago and the suburbs. 

The projected drag on rail fare collections 
was calculated based on unauthorized people 
using the cards to take four rides per day 

But the CTA has identified through elec- 
tronic monitoring roughly 6,400 other cards, 
most for free rides but some for reduced fares, 
that have a much higher daily use, officials 
said. Those cards haven’t been confiscated. 

“We found those roughly 6,400 cards were 
being used an average of 10 times a day twice a 
week or more,” Steele said. “That overwhelm- 
ingly exceeds the average normal usage of two 
round trips a day” 

During the verification checks on seven of

the CTAs eight rail lines, authorities asked for the origin of the 
card. In some cases, people refused to answer the question or 
to turn over the card, but others said a relative or a friend told 
them they could borrow the card, Steele said. 

CTA officials are attempting to better understand the most 
common reasons card privileges are being abused. They said 
letters sent to the rightful owners of confiscated cards will shed 
some light. The letters include a form that must be filled out 
with an explanation of how the card ended up in someone else’s 
hands and a promise to control use of the card in the future, as a 
condition of the CTA returning the cards, officials said. 

“We are allowing them to acknowledge that they must follow 
the rules,” Steele said. 

More than 600,000 free rides and reduced-fare Ventra cards 
are currently in circulation, through a program administered by 
the Regional Transportation Authority 

RTA spokeswoman Susan Massel said the RTA has been 
working with the CTA to help reduce fraudulent use. The RTA 
has given the CTA access to a database of qualified individuals 
who have received cards. If a violation occurs, it wiU be noted in 
the file of the legitimate card-holder and the information will 
be used to decide whether to return a confiscated card, she said. 

There is also an appeals process through which a qualified 
cardholder can request the card be returned. Requests can be 
made by calling the CTA at 888-YOUR-CTA. 

The ongoing fraud investigation was spurred by fare-collec- 
tion data that became available when the Ventra account-based 
fare system was introduced in September 2013. The informa- 
tion revealed that the number of free rides and reduced-fare 
rides taken on CTA trains and buses is outpacing overall rider- 
ship trends, officials said. 

The CTA said each year it provides more than $100 million 
in free and- reduced-fare rides, which are roughly half the regu- 
lar fare. The free and reduced-fare rides are mandated by state 
and federal laws, but public subsidies will cover only $28 million 
of the total this year. 

CTA officials have suspected for years that free ride and 
reduced-fare privileges were being abused in an undetermined 
number of cases, but the low-tech magnetic-stripe transit cards 
that were used until last year contained no trip history 

“Ventra allows us to do what we couldn’t do before,” Steele

Massachusetts school deploys 
‘active shooter detection system’ 


A Massachusetts school will become the first 
in the U.S. to introduce a security system de- 
signed to alert authorities to the presence of a 
shooter in the building, officials said. 

The technology already deployed by the 
U.S. military in war zones, is being marketed 
to schools and other public spaces across the 
country after a spate of deadly mass shootings. 

The recent shootings in Tfoutdale, Ore., 
Las Vegas and Seattle were more in a string of 
mass violence to strike across the U.S. Military 
bases to movie theaters, elementary schools to 


colleges all have felt the horror and tragedy of 
mass-murder in recent years. 

Authorities in Methuen, about 30 miles 
north of Boston, will demonstrate the Guard- 
ian Active Shooter Detection System at the 
school Tuesday afternoon. 

“There will be a simulated active shooter 
in the building, with a police response, which 
will demonstrate the effectiveness of a ‘smoke- 
alarm-sized’ detection system, which will tell 
police, in real time, where the shooter is,” John 
Guilfoil said in a statement on behalf of the city

Chicago native Chelios has no beef with fans— 
and don’t expect his acting career to take off

Coming back to Chicago as a player, Chris Che- 
lios was a hated man. Once saying he would nev- 
er play for Detroit, he did the unthinkable and 
put on a Redwings sweater late in his career. He 
also currently works in the Wings’ front office. 
Now Chelios has come back to introduce his 
new book, “Made in America” (available now). 

In an exclusive interview with RedEye, he 
talked about why it took so long to write his 
book, the state of the NHL and his short-lived 
acting career.

A lot of athletes have written books about 
their careers and spoken about many things 
that were never discussed while they were 
playing. How did the process come together 
for you on penning a book about your 
26 years in the NHL? 

People over the years have mentioned I should 
have written one and I guess after the Hall of 
Fame, listening to everyone, I gave in. Grow- 
ing up in Chicago and not having that normal 
path to the NHL, it’s a unique story It was 
also nice to mention people over the years that 
have helped that included coaches, family and 
friends. I tried to mention everyone I could, 
but then the book would be too long and bor- 
ing. I did the best I could to remember who 
played a part of my career. 

While writing the book, did you ever stop and 
say to yourseif, “I can’t inciude that because 
it’s not appropriate for the story you are try- 
ing to teir? 

Well, I wanted to make the book kid-friendly 
I think for the most part it was but not for the 
younger kids. When you were young and a hoo- 
ligan, there were a lot of beer drinking-related 
incidents. That’s the era we lived in at that 
time. Nothing bad, but the message to kids was 
that you face adversity which I did, and you 
work hard through it. Fortunately I had a great 
upbringing and that included hard work and 
training. You add a little luck to that formula 


you give yourself a lot of opportunities. 


Coming back to Chicago has to be always 
special for you because you played for 
the Blackhawks and grew up here. You 
still have fans who have a bad taste in 
their mouths when you were traded 
to Detroit. Do you stiil get extreme 
responses when meeting with fans? 

I honestly think the whole Detroit- 
Chicago thing is over with. I under- 
stood it as a player. No one hated 
the Wings more than I did at that 
time. I think I put my foot in my 
mouth telling [radio broadcaster] 

Mike North that I would never go 
to Detroit. At the end of the day, 

I consider myself a Chicagoan. I 
hope they are proud of me, of what 
I accomplished.

support that I’ve been getting well before the 
book came out. Hopefully that is over and if 
they can forgive Bill Buckner for what he did, 
they can forgive me. 

I told {then-general manager] Bob Murray 
flat-out I didn’t care where I went. The op- 
portunity to go to Detroit came up and it was 
so close to where I lived at the time. My sister 
was also sick during this entire ordeal so it was 
easy to go back and forth. You want everyone 
to love you, but the reality is you can’t. 

The Blackhawks are doing great right now 
and they should thank me for that. They got 
some draft picks for when I was traded and 
they got some great players on the team now: 
[Duncan] Keith, [Brent] Seabrook, [Jona- 
than] Toews and [Patrick] Kane. 

I thought about moving back to Chicago to 
take care of my parents and I am always treat- 
ed well when I do go to games or restaurants. 
The fans overall have been great. 

There have been a lot of rules changes in 
the NHL since you started playing. Do 
you think these rules are affecting 
the game overall and do you think 
you could have adapted to them? 
Well, I did adapt to the whole 
no hooking, no holding issues. 
The biggest issue is the 
coaches are taking the 
skill out of the game.

is changing and that’s happening in all sports. 

I think it’s overkill with the video and new 
technology I think it’s good but it’s bad in a lot 
of ways.

You had a minor part in “D2: The Mighty 
Ducks” where you meet Emiiio Estevez’s 
character at a party.

I’ve come to the conclusion I am not good at 
it. I played myself in “Mighty Ducks” but it 
was such a short part. I thought about it that 
it would be great making money being in front 
of a camera, but it’s not for me. I tried doing 
commentating with Fox Sports, but I just 
don’t have the emotion or passion for it. Look 
at Jeremy Roenick, who is cut out for it. The 
common fan can relate to J.R. As far as I’m con- 
cerned, it’s not as easy as I thought it would be. 

With your current job you are on the man- 
agement side and you stili are torn as far as 
the player mindset is concerned. How do 
you find a happy medium when giving your 
opinions to others? 

I still can’t separate myself from both sides. 
The first two years I was being groomed for 
assistant GM and I just wasn’t separated 
from the team at that time. I then have to sit 
in the room with the guys I played with. It’s 
like a headhunting affair and it’s making big 
decisions on guys’ careers. I think I found my 
niche, which the best thing would be an assis- 
tant or head coaching job. I want to teach the 
kids and give back to them. I didn’t like the 
fact that I had to make decisions on players’ 
well-being or lives. 

If an opportunity arose for you to come back 
to Chicago as a coach, would you take it?

Growing up in the south of England, “Be- 
yond the Lights” star Gugu Mbatha-Raw 
never put posters of celebrities on her wall. 
Until RedEye sat down with her at the 
James Hotel, she had never heard of VHi’s 
musician docu-series “Behind the Music.” 

Mbatha-RaVs film, opening Eriday is gov- 
erned by the exact opposite mentality— the 
fiendish adoration of and attention to celebri- 
ties, prevalent particularly in America, and how 
crafting a superficial, highly sexualized persona 
eats away at rising pop star Noni Jean (Mbatha- 
Raw). As part of her research for the part, the 
31-year-old actress, who’s not much of a hip- 
hop fan, binged on music videos recommended 
by writer-director Gina Prince-Bythewood so 
Mbatha-Raw could become familiar with the 
law, sexually aggressive material Noni would 
encounter. 

“The more you listen to it, the more you be- 
come numb to it,” she says. ‘And I think that was 
shocking to me.” mpais@tribune.com i @mattpais 

YouVe said this part was out of your comfort 
zone. I*m sure with any role you can look in 
the mirror and say, “Whoa,” but was this any 
different— looking in the mirror and seeing a 


sexualized pop star? 

It’s funny; looking in the mirror as me, I just 
see me. [Laughs.] It’s me with purple hair or 
me with fake nails. I still see me underneath. It 
was interesting seeing people’s reactions to me 
when I had all of the Noni get-up on. 

Like you were treated differently? 

^ah. And some people just didn’t recognize 
me. A couple of times on the set I’d meet 
someone in the morning in the makeup trailer 
when I had no makeup on, and then met them 
later in the day when I was in character, and 
they reintroduced themselves to me. And I 
said, “Oh, no, we met this morning.” 

“No, I met Nicki Minaj this morning.” 

[Laughs.] ^ah, yeah. But there’s something 
quite fun about that. Transformation for me is 
something that’s really interesting as an actor. 
It’s not often that you get the opportunity in 
one role to do the glamour and the superfi- 
ciality but also the rawness and the organic 
nakedness of Noni’s true self And [to] have 
that full gamut where she sort of metamorpho- 
sizes from this artificial pop diva to her natural 
self was a real treat to be able to [do] that all in 
one role. 


You did research about artists like Marilyn 
Monroe and Judy Garland. How much have 
you thought about how people like that 
would be different if they lived now? 

Wow, well, that’s the thing. Those ladies had 
it tough in the old, golden age of Hollywood 
[that] was sort of notoriously stifling. ... I think 
a huge difference nowadays is obviously the 
Internet and camera phones [laughs] and the 
media in general. Even though those stars had 
their troubles, I think there was still an air 
of mystique about them, whereas nowadays 
[with] social media we know a lot— or we think 
we know a lot— about our stars. [Laughs.] But 
everything is put out there for public con- 
sumption. And that means that people don’t 
always have a chance to look after themselves 
psychologically [Laughs] 

For all the people out there who want to be 
famous so badly, what would surprise them 
the most about this world? 

I think being famous in itself is not really a 
healthy aspiration. I think if you do something 
that you’re passionate about and you have 
something important to say and something to 
express ... but I certainly wouldn’t recommend 
aspiring for fame for fame’s sake because it’s an 


old adage: “Be careful what you wish for.” Tbu 
need to have something else; you need to have 
something substantial behind you I think. 

How interested are you in being a pop star 
now, and when is your album coming out? 

[Laughs.] I’m an actress, and this was great to 
play this role and it was great to explore this 
world and this character, but I have no aspira- 
tions to be a pop star. Noni was a wonderful 
character, and it helped us to explore many of 
these issues that women face today in terms of 
identity and perceptions of beauty and owning 
yourself, but I think the great thing about act- 
ing is that you can play a variety of roles, and I 
would hate to be in a position like Noni where 
I felt trapped in one pop persona. 

So if someone approached you and said, “We 
love your voice and we want to cut a record,” 
you’d say, “Thanks but no thanks’? 

I mean, who knows? Never say never. The mu- 
sic for this film was definitely all developed for 
this character, so if I felt like I had something 
to express in my own style I might explore that 
at some point, but there’s many many many 
more talented musicians than myself, and I 
definitely think that I am an actress first.

In ‘Matt and Ben,’ two actors fill four big pairs of shoes

A mid-’90s bromance of epic proportions is 
stirring in “Matt & Ben,” a 2003 Off-Broad- 
way stage comedy that imagines the artistic 
process, hunger for celebrity and dude-tastic 
friendship between besties and eventual Oscar 
winners Matt Damon and Ben Affleck as they 
struggle to write “Good Will Hunting.” The 
twist is that the play was written and portrayed 
by two women: real-life friends Brenda Withers 
and Mindy Kaling (yes, that Mindy Kaling). 

First Floor Theater and director Amanda 
Fink originally wanted to stage the play with 
two men instead, but were denied permission. 
“Underneath Matt & Ben’s punchlines and ce- 
lebrity there is a genuine exploration of what it 
means to be lifelong friends and the particular 
kinds of love— and repulsion— that live in that 
relationship,” Fink said in a statement announc- 
ing the casting change in October. “While we 
originally chose to cast male actors in the two 
roles to place focus on this relationship, we are 
more than confident that our new cast will nail 
both the outrageous comedy of their gender- 
bending performance, and the genuine connec- 
tion between Matt and Ben.” 

We spoke with Chicago actors Nora Bing- 
ham and Kate Healy about channeling the 
Clinton era’s most cuddly and endearing male 
couple and why “Matt & Ben” is the quintessen- 
tial Chicago play 

Is it daunting filling the shoes of both Kaling 
and Withers and Damon and Aff ieck? 

Nora Bingham: The double layer of stepping 
into the shoes of all four of these stars is huge. 
Being a woman in comedy is so hard and these 
women really made it. They’re really funny and 
good at what they do and recognized for how 
good they are. That’s been a great and exciting 
challenge to live up to. 

Kate Healy: It is some big shoes to fill if you 
wiU; we’re trying to just play the human {ele- 
ment} in it— but pretty big. 

Why is it interesting to have women piay 
these roles? 

KH: It’s always really fun to try and work in a 
form that isn’t you. I think that’s a main reason 
people like theater, because they are in touch 
with the reality that’s happening but they’re 
watching someone go really hard and play re- 
ally hard in this whole other world and so it’s 
kind of it’s an interesting layered device. 

NB: I love that {Kaling and Withers] were 
creating these characters who were played by 
women {and in doing so] create more women 
on stage— something I’m always going to sup- 
port. We’re not trying to be men, we’re being 
the friendship between Matt and Ben.

Was it hard finding the posture and manner- 
isms of two 20-something guys? 

NB: I’ve been watching a lot of men on the 
train, which I imagine would be very strange if 
they caught me ... but it’s been lot of fun prac- 
ticing that body of movement. It’s so different 
from how I walk and talk, centers of gravity 
and different kinds of gesturing. %u don’t 
have to think too hard about being a dude. 

KH: Guys hang out so differently from ladies. 
When I see friends it’s, “What are you up to? 
What’s going on? How do you feel about this?” 
Guys come into more of a joking, hanging out 
place and there’s not as much talking and that’s 
okay So that’s been incredibly fun to play with 
and notice. 

These guys are jerks to each other in the play. 
How did you make them likable? 

KH:WhenIgo to a show I don’t want to see 
someone be perfect or completely likable 
because I don’t think anyone wants to be 
preached to and I think what’s interesting 
is that you watch this play and you see that 
they’re doing not nice or “wrong” things but 
you like them anyway because it’s something 
you might have done or you completely relate 
to it. 

NB: There’s a definite kind of odd couple, cat 
and dog, Oscar and Felix kind of thing be- 
tween them. Anyone who goes to see this show 
is going to see how they’re totally a Matt or 
totally a Ben. How America or the world sees 
Matt and Ben has been widely created through 
the media, {and} their presence as celebrities 
and people like to think of themselves in terms 
of celebrities. 

Why should we care about this play 10 years 
later? 

KH: 90s nostalgia is always really fun to go into 
and in general, people enjoy seeing who a ce- 
lebrity was before they made it big— it makes 
them more human. 

NB:It’s an especially great play to have in 
Chicago because everyone is making art with 
their friends. Theater is so inclusive in Chicago 
in ways that it just isn’t in other parts of the 
country which is reaUy exciting, so watch- 
ing these 20 -somethings do what they love 
onstage is just as topical now as it was when 
“Goodwill Hunting” came out.
